few nights ago, it is alleged, he, with 
others vent to Virginia, where the

what was formerly his and returned 
to the “Quart r I 
g '\” 
Yesterday 
Deputy Sheriff Wa vt Thompson sum­ 
moned a posse of IO or 15 men for the 
purpose of arresting Turner at his 
saloon. 
Tee Louisville and Nashville 
railroad refused to convey the officers 
to the is! x n and they walked across 
the m ountains. Turner had heard that 
an attem pt would be made to arrest 
him, ami he and his men, 15 in num­ 
ber, gave the officers a warm recep­ 
tion. The saloon is well suited for an 
attack like ibis. 
It is built of huge 
logs and is surrounded by a 30-foot 
fence in which loopholes are cut so 
th at the inm ates can shoot at out­ 
siders. 
T urner’s surrender was de­ 
manded. 
His reply was a round of 
shots. 
Charlie Cecil of Mlddlesboro 
was riding a palfrey In plain view of 
the T urner men. 
Someone raised a 
window of the log house and shot 
Cecil, who fell dead. 
Instantly the 
man at the window fell back, pierced 
by half a dozen bullets. 
Then the 
firing began in earnest. 
As soon as 
Cecil was killed his companions de­ 
term ined to burn Turner’s rendezvous 
and in the m idst of the battle a man 
applied a torch to an exposed side 
of the building. 
A few m inutes later 
the building was in flames. 
Several 
of the m ountaineers came to the win­ 
dow and were imm ediately shot down. 
The posse surrounded the barricade, 
determ ined to let none escape. 
Lee 
Turner and several of his 
f r i e n d ' 
however. In some m anner escaped and 
he is now at Mingo Mines, eight miles 
from Middlesboro. Several of his, men 
perished In the flames. 
The “Q uarter house” is known far 
and wide because of the num ber who 
have been killed within its confines. 
Placing yesterday's number of deaths 
at six, 59 persons have been killed 
there and twice that num ber wounded.

W ashington, Feb. 13.—The memo­ 
rial of the Federal party of the Philip­ 
pine Islands was transm itted to the 
senate yesterday afternoon by the sec­ 
retary of war, together with a letter 
of transm ittal by Governor Taft, In 
whose 
charge, 
the 
docum ent 
was 
given. 
The memorial was adopted 
at an extraordinary session of the 
Federal party held in Manila In Nov­ 
ember. 
It sets forth th at the perform ­ 
ance of that obligation of the treaty 
of Paris which gave the United States 
congress authority to fix the status j 
of the Philippine Islands has been 
deferred to this tim e because of the 
attack by the Filipinos upon the sov­ 
ereignty of the United States, an act 
brought 
about, the 
memorial 
says, 
through hatred of the American sov­ 
ereignty. 
It further states th a t out 
of the 60 provinces and districts war 
exists in only two—Batangas and Sa 
mar. 
It also asserts that it is a de­ 
m onstrated fact that the pueblos or 
towns anxiously desire “a definitive 
civil rule” and says those who are ' 
still in arm s allege the lack of a civil 
regime agreed upon and promulgated ‘ 
by the congress of the United States 
as a weighty pretext for their bellig- i 
erent attitude, which regime shall de- 
term ine at once the political status 
and civil rights of tho inhabitants of 
the archipelago in accordance with 
the treaty of Paris.” 
The memorial 
then makes a presentation of the de­ 
duction of the Federal party th at con­ 
gress should proceed to carry Into ef-^ 
feet its intention of defining the fu­ 
ture of the Philippines in their rela­ 
tions to the United States and asserts 
that there is no reason for not replac-1 
lng the m ilitary regim e 
by a civil 
rule of a popular character in con- J 
fortuity with the decisive words of 
the 
never-to-be 
forgotten 
President 
McKinley.”
